BETTER STOCK 
IN SMOKY LAKE 
DISTRICT NOW 


Work of Wm. Ourtis Is Showing 
Nicely This Year—Purebred 
Sires Used 


N. Curtis, dominion government 
markets representative on the Ed- 
monton stock yards made a visit 


this past week to the Smoky Lake 
country where he assisted in the 
culling of herds in four schoo! dis- 
tricts. He started this work among 
the Ruthenians in this district last 
year and a pure bred bull was put 
in there by the government. In a 
year, Mr Curtis sees a great differ- 
ence in the attitude of the foreign 
born farmers and they have mado a 
definite attempt to round up and kill 
all the scrub bulls in the country. 
They are having a practical demon- 
stfation of the advantage to them- 
selves of raising well bred cattle and 
ere seeing the value also, says Mr 
Curtis, 

Mr Curtis culied twenty three or 
twenty four herds taking out some 
sixty-five or seventy per cent of the 
| cattle which will be put on the 
market in a month or so. 

A similar condition exists in con- 
nection with the hogs. Last year 
some 220 hogs were bred to pure- 
bred Yorkshire hogs and they now 
have about 1600 young pigs pure- 
bred or grade Yorks. This should 
make a great difference with tha 
live stock shipments out of this coim- 
munity in another year or so and su 
fav as the hogs are concerned, they 
will get the benefits this year,

Method of Communication

ty minutes after the airman has de- 
tected a fire ‘to get a crew started 
on the way to suppress it. By means} 
of the full report given by the air 
patrol, the ranger knows the size 
of the fire and how large a party 
he ought to take to fight it, inste 
of losing Valuable ume in making 
a reconnaissance on horseback or on 
foot.
